STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Atkinson  qualified  to 

vote  in  town  affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Grange  Hall  in 
said  town  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  by  plurality  vote  all  town  officers  to  be 
voted  for  under  the  Australian  ballot  system. 

2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  act  upon  the  re- 
maining articles  in  conjunction  with  article  one. 

3.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers  that 
are  voted  for  by  ballot  and  major  vote  unless  voted  to- 
elect  otherwise. 

4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  repairing  town  highways  and  appropriate 
the  same.

($219.00)  to  secure  State  aid  of  three  hundred  ninety-four 
and  20/100  dollars  ($394.20)  for  permanent  road  building 
and  appropriate  the  same. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
four  thousand  dollars  ($4000.00)  or  any  part  thereof  for 
State  aid  maintenance  of  highways  and  appropriate  the 
same. 

7.  By  request :  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
($1000.00)  or  any  part  thereof  as  a  special  appropriation 
for  repairing  the  highway  known  as  Maple  Avenue.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  of  Atkin- 
son, N.  H.  : 

I  herewith  present  my  fifth  annual  report  as  super- 
visor of  music  in  the  Atkinson  schools. 

The  course  of  study  remains  unclianged.  The  chil- 
dren being  taught  how  to  sing,  tunefully  by  imitation 
and  rote  songs  in  the  first  and  second  grades.  Hollis 
Dann  Music  Course.  'Book  I,  is  being  used  for  this  par- 
ticular work.  The  songs  in  this  book  are  attractive  and 
just  what  the  little  people  love  to  sing.  The  second, 
third  and  fourtli  grade  pupils  are  becoming  familiar  Avith 
key  signatures  and  time  figures. 

Two-part  singing  is  a  feature  in  the  upper  grades  in 
all  but  the  North  End  School.  Sight  reading  in  the  sixth, 
seventh,  and  eighth  grades  is  particularly  good  this  year. 

The  chorus  work  at  the  High  school  is  being  carried 
on  as  usual.  The  minstrel  show  given  in  April  showed 
something  of  the  interest  taken  by  the  pupils.
